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INDUSTRIAL SECURITY MANAGEMENT COURSE, 
POLICE CHIEFS ASSOCIATION OF SOUTHEASTERN 
PENNSYLVANIA, OCTOBER 1H AND 15, 1969 



The Industrial Security Management Course, sponsored 
by the Police Chiefs Association of Southeastern Pennsylvania 
was an unqualified success* Despite the fact that attendance 
was held down by the Moratorium Day possibilities, the course 
was attended by 101 security management executives, representing 
60 major industrial concerns, not only in the Delaware Valley 
area Sf Bucks, Delaware, Montgomery, Chester, and Philadelphia 
Counties, but from as far away as Williamsport and Bethlehem, Pa. 

An outstanding feature of the program was 'the presenta- 
tion by CHARLES D&)BRENNAN, Chief of the FBI's Internal Security 
Section, who discussed "SDS Activities in Private Industry*" 
Mr, BRENNAN spoke with authority and for two hours gave an 
excellent description of the activities set forth above, Mr* 
BRENNAN made an excellent impression with his warm personality, 
thorough knowledge of facts, and the ability to present them in 
a straight-forward, concise manner. Many of the attendees were 
much impressed and commented with the fact that this vras the 
first time in many years that they have heard a government officiair\ 
"not beat around the bush" and give vague information regarding ^ 
pertinent facts, 
performance , 
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BRENNAN is to be commended for his outstanding 
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Another commendable discussion was held by J. SHANE 
CREAMER, Chief Counsel, Organized Crime Task Force, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Justice . Mr* CREAMER also had a two-hour lecture on 
the ^subject "Legal Aspects of Industrial Security." His 
delivery clearly showed his- experience in this particular field. 
His facts were well-marshalled, his personality most gracious, 
and his presence and material coupled with that of Mr. BRENNAN r s 
assured the course of instant success* 

Chief BENJAMIN F. CAIRNS, JR., NA, Upper Gwynedd Town- 
ship Police Department, and President of the Police Chiefs 
Association, opened the morning program with a welcome to the 
attendees in which, he gave full credit to the FBI for their 
organization, planning and presentation of the course. 

He was followed by SA JOHN W. REINHARD, Philadelphia 
Office, FBI, who explained NCIC and its importance to law enforce- 
ment. This was the first time that many" of the industrial men 
had become fully aware of its ramifications and they asked 
numerous pertinent questions. SA REINHARD presented the material 
in a knowledgeable, personable manner, and did a most commendable 
job. 

The first day's session concluded with an exhibition by 
CARMEN J. MATTIA, Assistant Chief of Police, U.S. Naval Base, 
Philadelphia, Pa., in which he showed how the Video-Tape could 
be utilized in routine industrial investigations, disturbances, 
and in training. Chief MATTIA was filling in for Chief HARRY J. 
EVERETT of the same organization who had been called to Hawaii 
in connection with training programs. Chief MATTIA was most 
satisfactory in his performance afii the Video-tape caused intense 
interest among those in attendance. 

On 10/15/69, the second day of the course, SA WILLIAM 
COLLINS OF THE U;S. Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs, 
substituted for SA CARL C. CIPRIANI of the same organization. 
Despite the fact that he was faced on short notice with a two- 
hour lecture on "Illegal Drugs and Internal Security," he handled 
the assignment in a most capable manner. He presented over 100 ' 
slides explaining the different types of dangerous drugs as well 
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as the different methods in which they were concealed and brought 
in and out of installations . This lecture contributed in no 
small way to the overall success of the program. 

SA WALTER V. MC LAUGHLIN, Philadelphia Office, FBI, 
gave a short, concise presentation of the operations of "The 
Sex Offender and Industrial Security •" He highlighted the 
lecture with a number of factual slides which amazed the executives 
who freely admitted they had never really considered that they 
had a responsibility in' this particular field, but now realize 
that steps must be taken to increase and survey the situation. 

In the afternoon, Lieutenant GEORGE FENCL in charge of 
the Civil Disobedience Unit of the Philadelphia Police Department, 
was unable to be present because of the Moratorium Day T s activities 
but his place was very capable filled by Chief Inspector HARRY G. 
FOX, NA, Commanding the Police Community Relations Bureau of the 
Philadelphia Police Department. However, instead of speaking 
on "Civil Disorders and its effect on Industrial Security," Chief 
Inspector FOX spoke on "Community Relations and i&a Importance 
to Industrial Security." 

Chief Inspector FOX is an experienced, personable 
lecturer with many years of experience, ahd he clearly showed 
his capabilities in his talk which gave the attendees a great 
deal to think about. He pointed out that industry must interest 
itself in community relations and that they cannot isolate them- 
selves behind walls and fences. Although many of those in attend- 
ance did not agree with Chief Inspector FOX's Philadelphia Police 
ideology, nevertheless they were greatly impressed. 

The final speaker was Field Supervisor DAVID W. BREEN, 
Philadelphia FBI Office, who described "Gambling and Shy locking 
as Industrial Problems." This was a field with which the majority 
of those in attendance were quite familiar. They asked numerous 
questions and were requested by Supervisor BREEN to cooperate and 
assist in Federal investigationssregarding these violations which 
might occur in their individual installations . Mr . BREEN , is 
well-experienced in this particular field and presented his facts 
in a succinct, definite manner. He answered all questions

PURPOSE : To recommend administrative action against captioned Section Chief 

for approving the mailing of a communication to the field at the Section 
level which pertained to a policy matter involving the utilization of manpower -and 
contained an ambiguous instruction for investigation of communes. The communi- 
cation should have been forwarded to higher levels for approval in accordance with 
Bureau rules. (Copy attached) 

BACKGROUND: During the inspection of the Domestic Intelligence Divi§ion., t a 
review of files and correspondence disclosed a communication 
to Boston and 15 other offices dated 3/24/70 captioned "New Left Movement, u Internal 
Security - Miscellaneous" and "Black Nationalist Movement - Racial Matters. " 
The contents of the communication emphasized investigations on the Weatherman 
Faction of Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), black nationalists ^andjfrew

informative memoranda, and the instruction to the field was to merely 
consider the possibility of establishing a special squad to comply with Bureau 
instructions (this explanation is unacceptable). Brennan also explained he 
did not feel the instructions were ambiguous because he had not received any 
questions from the field as to their implementation. Inspector Joseph A. Sizoo 
and Assistant Director William C. Sullivan advised Brennan was in error for 
not routing the communication through channels for consideration, and approval. 

OBSERVATIONS: 



Section Chief Brennan was clearly in error for approving the communi- 
cation for mailing on the Section level. The Bureau has received several requests 
from the field for additional manpower to implement the Bureau T s instructions 
set out in the airtel. Inspector issued specific instructions to Assistant Director 
Sullivan to re -emphasize the guidelines to all Section Chiefs for the approval of 
communications to the field to preclude the possibility of a similar situation arising 

| in the future. Since the inspection the Seat of Government procedures have been 

f further tightened to preclude recurrence of such a dereliction. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That Section Chief Ipe censured for approving the mailing of a communi- 
cation to the field which w r as clearly beyond the scope of his authority. If 
approved, to be handledby the Administrative Division.

by the Domestic Intelligence Division disclosed a number of 
'-■"'. instances where correspondence to the field pertaining to 

' policy matters was approved on either a Section or Division 
basis and not furnished to the Assistant to. the Director or 
Associate Director for approval . It was found in a number 
of instances the instructions to the field could be subject 
to misinterpretation or could materially affect the work and 
utilization of manpower by a number of offices; 

The Manual for Bureau Supervisors, Section 21 
provides that mail relating to cases of importance or unusual 
interest or involving a policy change should be forwarded to 
the Assistant to the Director for approval. Matters affecting 
the work and utilization of manpower in the field should 
similarly be routed to the Assistant to the Director for 
approval ♦, The following are examples of the foregoing instances: 

(U) X. Airtel to Boston and 15 other offices dated 

NjS/24/70 bearing the dual caption "New Left Movement, Is - 
^Miscellaneous," and "Black Nationalist Movement - Racial Matters, 1 
ontains observations regarding the emphasis being placed on 
the Weatherman faction of Students for a Democratic Society, 

lack nationalists, and New Left extremist matters. Among 
Ithe instructions contained in the communication were "communes 
re to be located and participants identified. Where communes 
re not specifically known to be aligned with the Weatherman 
group, you should determine whether the members are violence- 
.prone and adhere to the Weatherman philosophy of violence."

3/12/70 captioned "Students for a Democratic Society (Weatherman), 
IS - SDS," contains observations and ideas for the field to 
improve their informant coverage of J Weatherman members and 
faction of the SDS. The airtel noted on page three that one 
office had established liaison with the manufacturers and 
outlets for commercially available explosives. The Bureau 
has received information that Weatherman collectives and 
individuals have dynamite inttheir possession which Undoubtedly 
is intended for use against police and military installations. 
Continuing/ the airtel noted that "consideration should be 
given by each office to effect such liaison consistent with 
manpower available." Further, the airtel noted that "the 
Bureau currently requires the submission of two week airtels 
of steps being taken to effect informant coverage in Weatherman 
collectives as well as two week letters on each Key Activist 
who is a Weatherman setting forth the investigation being 
conducted to locate these individuals. It has been recommended 
that these requirements be discontinued and that one over-all

4. Airtel to Albany and sixteen other offices 
dated 1/27/70 captioned "SDS (Weatherman), IS - SDS," noted 
the necessity for considering every identified Weatherman 
member for inclusion in the Security Index. Continuing, the 
airtel noted "In this regard each office is to afford immediate 
action to the placing of an informant in each Weatherman 
collective. To enable the Bureau to follow this matter each 
office is to submit an airtel to the Bureau the first and 
fifteenth of each month under the above title and character 
showing the results undertaken by the office to penetrate i A 

each Weatherman collective in the area covered by that office . "

5. Bulet to Springfield dated 4/10/70 captioned 
"Black Panther Party (BPP) , Springfield Division, RM, " contains 
the instruction to the Springfield Division to furnish an 
additional monthly airtel and under the subheading of each 
BPP chapter include the address of any BPP pads, houses and 
community centers. Also included was the instruction to list 
all BPP members and leaders who have been identified and an 
estimate of the total membership of each chapter and other 
alleged members the Springfield Division was attempting to 
identify. 

This letter to the Springfield Division was approved 
at a Section level with the initials of G. C. Moore, Chief 
of the Racial Intelligence Section, by T. D. Rushing, the 
Section Number One Man. 

Based on a review and analysis of the foregoing 
communications (Xerox copies attached) explanations are requested 
as follows: (the numbered request for explanations correspond 
with the numbered items above) 

1. Section Chief C. D. Brennan is requested to 
explain why he approved an airtel directed to 16 offices 
instructing that communes are to be located and participants 
identified, at the Section level, instead of referring to 
the Assistant Director and forwarded to the Assistant to the 
Director. 
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Mr. Brennan is also requested to define the scope 
of the instructions intended by this communication; specifically, 
was it intended that these instructions be limited to the 
Weatherman Faction of SDS or was it intended that the 
instructions pertain to any or all communes in the territory 
covered by the 16 offices? 

If the instructions were intended to be limited 
to the Weatherman Faction of SDS, why was the communication 
sent out under the dual caption "New Loft Movement; IS - 
Miscellaneous" and "Black Nationalist Movement - Racial Matters? 

SPECIAL INSTRUCT ION TO ASSISTANT DIRECTOR SULLIVAN 

Instant airtel is subject to misinterpretation. If 
the instructions are limited to the .communes of the Weatherman 
Faction a clarifying communication should be sent to interested 
office. If the instructions were intended to cover all communes 
the matter should be summarized in an additional memorandum 
and submitted to the Assistant to the Director and the 
Associate Director for approval in view of the overall impact 
on the manpower in the field. 

2. Explanations are requested from C. D. Brennan 
for approval of the airtel on a Section level which contained 
instructions for each office to give consideration to 
maintaining liaison with manufacturers and outlets for 
commercially available explosives consistent with available 
manpower. This airtel would appear to come within the 
purview of the instructions contained in the Manual for 
Bureau Supervisors requiring the. approval of the Assistant 
Director to be forwarded to the Assistant to the Director 
for approval. 

(U) 3. Explanations are requested from C. D. Brennan 

who initialed the approval of the Division for Assistant 
Director W. C. Sullivan of the communication the contents of 
which instructed each office in its continuing investigations 
of RYM to keep all appropriate informants alerted to RYM 
activity in its area particularly the organizing of regional 
offices as well as local chapters and collectives both off 
and on college campuses.

It would appear obvious there must be some review exercised 
beyond the Section level on the request of the field to submit 
additional monthly summaries in order to control the amount 
of additional work placed on the field. 

With respect to item number one, the Inspection 
Staff anticipates that a number of offices may use the 
instructions contained in that airtel for the basis for 
requesting additional personnel particularly if the instructions 
pertain to all communes and not those limited to the Weatherman 
Faction of SDS.

these communes as to whether additional investigation is warranted 
concerning the commune and the individuals involved by appropri- 
ately captioned communication*" The need for radically improved 
informant coverage of terrorist groups not limited to Weatherman

This communication was not believed to constitute

With reference to Item One, Mr. Brennan has outlined in 
considerable detail the need for aggressive investigative action 
with reference to the activities of Weatherman groups and other 
violence-prone New Leftist elements. There is no question but that 
an offensive against these elements on the part of the Bureau from 
an investigative point of view is essential. This has been the 
subject of memoranda for the last 60 days or so and, in fact, within 
the last few days the Director instructed that additional pressure 
be brought to bear with reference to this overall investigative 
situation. 

I believe the issue raised by the Inspector, however, is 
not. the justification for sufficiency of the instructions, but the 
administrative question as to whether or not it should have been 
approved at a Section level. In defense of the judgment exercised 
by Mr. Brennan in this instance, it should be noted that the plans 
of Weatherman to go underground and to engage in a series of acts 
of bombings and other violence, as well as the fact that the Bureau 
of necessity would have to mount an aggressive program against them, 
have been the subject of several memoranda so that all Bureau 
officials were aware of the problem and knew this Division contemplated 
taking strong action to meet the needs. I am convinced that there 
was no effort to take this action without the knov/ledge of Bureau 
officials but, on the contrary, that other Bureau officials were 
knowledgeable that such action was essential. 

With reference to the other three outgoing communications 
approved in the Internal Security Section, it is quite clear that 
they Were airtels adding more emphasis to existing instructions and, 
therefore, were not matters of policy nor of such a character that 
the impact on the f feld would be such as to require that they be 
submitted through Mr. DeLoach's Office for approval. 

As to Number Five, it is quite clear that this was simply 
a communication instructing the resubmission of a summary which had 
been inadequately prepared by the Springfield Office. Since this 
matter involved no policy question, I think it fell within the 
prerogative of the Section Chief of the Racial Intelligence Section 
to approve.

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Therefore, in evaluating this situation it is believed 
that there was no error with reference to the handling of the

First, I wish to refer to Item Number Five relating 
to the Racial Intelligence Section. I mention it now to dismiss 
it because I think it is obvious that this Section was within 
its rights relative to the manner in which it handled the 
communication. It involved no change. of policy and the substance 
was such that it could quite properly be handled at a Section 
level ♦ t 

I now wish to refer to the remaining four items which 
concern Mr. C. D. Brennan and his Section. In regard to these 
items in question, Inspector Joseph A. Sizoo has set forth an 
explanation which I regard as being factual and knowledgeable. 
I agree that Items Two, Three and Four are not subject to question 
and do fall within the sphere of matters which may be approved by 
a Section Chief. 

As to Item One, I believe Mr. Brennan erred in not checking 
this outgoing airtel through my office in order that it might have 
been routed through Mr. DeLoach's Office and Mr. Tolson's Office 
for consideration and approval. This is not typical of Mr. Brennan* s 
performance. He is a conscientious, aggressive, and competent 
Bureau Section Chief. He keeps me carefully advised of matters 
which are pending in his Section, and this is the first time that 
an outgoing communication of this type has been checked out of his 
Section to the field without being routed by him to my office for 
approval. The aggressive manner in which he is approaching his 
responsibilities with reference to the activities of the New Left 
is commendable, and the substantive instructions which he sent out 
in this instance are not being questioned. Nevertheless, I believe 
there was an administrative error of judgment in this instance in 
his not having sent this particular piece of mail through channels 
for approval. 

This matter has been discussed with Brennan and he is most 
regretful that in this instance he did not send this piece of mail 
through channels. I have taken steps to see that this will not 
happen again and this matter will be made the subject of discussion 
with all Section Chiefs to insure that no mail which should properly 
come through channels for approval is approved at a Section level.

MEMORANDUM FOR MR. TOLSON 

On.: June 15, 1970,, I saw Special Agent Charles D.^Brennan, 
Chief of the Internal Security Section of the Domestic Intelligence Division. 
I told Mr., Brennan that I had carefully reviewed his work and record 
since he. has been in the Bureau since 1948 and that, likewise, you had done 
the same and that, further, I had talked with Assistant Director Sullivan 
relative to his work and all 1 of us were in accord with considering him to 
be the outstanding Section Chief of the Domestic Intelligence Division and, 
for this reason, 1 was naming him as Assistant Director in charge of the 
Domestic Intelligence Division in view of the elevation of Mr. Sullivan to 
Assistant to the Director as the Number Three Man in the Bureau. 



I discussed generally with Mr. Brennan the need for a tight * firm 
but fair administration of the Domestic Intelligence Division. I stated that 
as he well, knew, it handled many of the most sensitive and important matters 
for which the Bureau was responsible^ and, therefore, we must have absolutely 
dedicated,|oyal, and efficient personnel at all levels in the Domestic Intelligence 
Division and it was his duty and responsibility to see that this was maintained. 



I told Mr* Brennan that in view of the status of our appropriations, 
I had found^it neeessarff to instruct Assistant Director Felt to make intensive 
surveys bot& in the field ;and ai the Seat of Government to either eliminate 
or postpone^certain work of the Bureau in view of the fact that we did not have 
the funds with which to carry these projects on nor to add additional personnel 
before July' i - r 15071. I stated that I had emphasized that the line of demarcation 
was between what is essential 1 and what is desirable. I said it was really like 
the personal income which an individual/has; that there are many things that 
may be del^able but we cannot purchase, and that the Bureau is in the same 
position as=there are many projects no doubt quite desirable but must be either 
eliminated or postposed so that we can give top priority to our absolutely

Today you inquired of me about the leak to the 
White House of information regarding Mr. Brennan 1 s transfer 
to the Cleveland Office. You advised me that the transfer 
letter was dated 6/28/71. My best recollection is that I 
learned of this transfer the day prior to the recent National 
Academy graduation which was on 6/30/71. Further, it is my 
recollection that I learned of it through other Domestic / 
Intelligence Division personnel after Mr. Brennan had advised 
the Section Chiefs of his transfer. At any rate, it was 
common knowledge within the Division when I learned of it. 
I did not and have not to date discussed this transfer with 
Janyone outside the Bureau/ Specifically, I did not discuss 

Iit with anyone at the White House nor has anyone at the White 
House ever mentioned the matter to me. I was not aware that 
the White House knew of this transfer until our discussion today. 

I I do not know of anyone who discussed this transfer 
I with anyone at the White House or anyone outside the Bureau. 

IYou inquired if I am aware directly or indirectly 
of the reason Mr. Brennan f s transfer was subsequently canceled. 
I have no direct knowledge of this reason and indirect 
knowledge only to the extent that it was fairly common 
speculation that Assistant Attorney General Robert Mardian 
may have intervened with the Attorney General to have the 
transfer canceled. I cannot recall whom I may have heard this 
from; as I say, it was fairly general speculation. I am not 
in possession of any direct or indirect information or even 
speculation which would assist you in resolving this matter ^ 

I would like to add that I can fully understand the 
reason why this inquiry was made of me but that as a general 
policy, I do not gossip or informally discuss such internal 
Bureau matters as this with anyone at the Jfhite House as it 
is obviously inappropriate.

Also in attendance 
was Mr. Joel Lisker of the same division. During the course of this 
conference Mr. -Brennan advised the Department of Justice officials

To place off record comments furnished orally to you this 
date. For information. 

Captioned investigation involves the unauthorized disclosure 
of chssified information which appeared in the 7/23/71 article by 
William Beecher in "The New York Times." Our investigation has 
encompassed interviews of in excess of 200 persons at the Department 
of Defense (DOD), State Department and various offices on Capitol Hill. 
Our investigation is designed to uncover the identity of the 
individual who, leaked the classified SALT information to Beecher. 

At a weekly conference called by Inspector C. D. Brennan on 
11/11/71 for the Special Investigations Office there was a far-ranging 
discussion among those present concerning the specific leak cases 
assigned to the SIO. All of us were solicited for new ideas as to 
new avenues of approach to the problem and during these discussions 
Inspector Brennan made the remark, much to my surprise, that he was 
acquainted with an individual on Capitol Hill who would if pressed 
on the point disclose to him the source of Beecher f s article. 
Inspector Brennan remarked further that he did not desire at this 
time to impose on his personal friendship with this individual in 
order to solve a Bureau case and felt that the Bureau through extensive 
investigation would probably come to the result. He added that if 
it became a matter of "life or death" he would give us the name of 
his fijiend so that arrangements could be made for interview. I am 
personally not well acquainted with all of the details of the SALT 
Lek case but Inspector Brennan 1 s remarks at this time made me believe 
that he was not serious in the remarks. I was aware that the 
Washington Field Office was expending a great many man hours in 
interviewing individuals in the DOD and other Government establish- 
ments to determine Beecher 1 s source and it was inconceivable to me 
that Inspector Brennan did not give us his friend's name. I thought * 
it over at length and concluded that he could not be serious. 

On the late afternoon of 11/23/71 Inspector Brennan came to my 
desk and told me to accompany him to a meeting in Mr. John Martin's 
office of the Internal Security Division of the Department of Justice.

He briefly told me that we were to discuss a list of questions 
he had received from Mr. Martin and these questions pertained to 
questions that were to be asked by DOD investigators of personnel 
at Rand Corporation, Washington, D. C. It is to be noted that 
these questions pertained to the investigation of Daniel Ellsberg. 
Upon arrival in Mr. Martin's office, we were joined by Mr. Joel Lisker 
of the Internal Security Division. We discussed the projected DOD 
questions, mentioned before, and other questions to be posed to 
Mr s Henry Rowen of Rand Corporation. The discussion then became 
general regarding leak matters. At one point in the conversation, 
Inspector Brennan announced to those in attendance that he knew 
of an individual on Capitol Hill who could give him the name of 
the person there who had leaked SALT information to Beecher. My 
recollection is that he mentioned his friend's name but admittedly 
I was rather shocked that Inspector Brennan would repeat this 
information to those outside the Bureau. He repeated similar 
remarks to those he had made in the conference of SIO personnel 
on 11/11/71. I could not detect any reaction to these remarks on 
the part of Messrs. Martin or Lisker. 

Upon the conclusion of the conference after 5:30 p.m., I 
stopped Special Agent Eugene Harrell in the corridor and briefly 
told him of the remarks made by Inspector Brennan. We arranged 
that we would discuss the matter further the following, morning. 
After consultation with Harrell, we contacted you and furnished 
the above information.

to resolve it. He said he has no friend on CapitolOJHill who furnished 
such information. He explained that approximately one month ago he 
met Assistant Attorney General Mardian on the street and MSrdian, in 
a somewhat .jddsparaging way, had asked him when the FBI investigations 
would resolvfe the Ellsberg and Salt Lek cases and indicated he felt 
the FBr cou^d be doing a better job. Brennan stated Mardian indicated 
it almosj appeared that with the exception of the FBI, anyone in town 
could jresolve^ these cases with an application of effort e Bxrennan said 
he told^Mard^stn that we were doing all we could, to v/hich MaLrdian 
remarked that^if and when we found ourselves unable to resolve these 
matters he would probably have to help us out. Brennan told Mardian 
that he was confident we could solve our own cases and did not need 
\ help from anyone . 

I Brennan stated it appeared to him that Mardian was using a 
psychological gimmick in order to put more pressure on the case.

I if he indicated to his Supervisors that the identities of those 
responsible could be ascertained, this would instill in them a more 
competitive spirit. 

He also stated that since Mardian had widespread political 
contacts, he did not dismiss the possibility that he very well could be 
knowledgeable as to the source of the leak in the Salt case. Accord- 
ingly he said he made statements similar to those he made to his own 
Supervisors to members of Mardian f s staff with the feeling that if it 
were known among Mardian f s men that Brennan was knowledgeable as to 
the source of the Salt Lek, this might stimulate Mardian to disclose 

J the person responsible for the leak if Mardian had this knowledge. 

'•Brennan stated that this has not taken place. 

I It is not felt that Inspector Brennan has any information 
regarding the solution of this case as he has indicated on two 
occasions as previously reported. It is felt, however, that Inspector 
Brennan contrived a rather childish approach to what he considers to 
be an effort to stimulate the imaginations of Agent personnel under 
his supervision. The fact that he used this same approach in con- 
versations with individuals in the Department is considered poor 
judgment on his part. For both these reasons, it is felt he should 
be censured. 

Further, since Mardian apparently has given Inspector 
Brennan some indication that Mardian knows the identity of or may be 
able to obtain information regarding the individual who leaked the 
Salt information to the press, it is felt that Miller should contact 
[Mardian to discuss this matter with him. At this same time it is 
felt we should obtain from Mardian any comments which he desires to 
make regarding the FBI's investigations of both the Salt Lek and 
Ellsberg investigation.

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Reference is made to your memorandum to me on 
this date in the above-captioned matter asking if it is true 
that I have a friend on Capitol Hill who could furnish information 
which woujd solve this case and, if not, why I reportedly made 
statements to this effect. 

This apparently relates to statements that I have made 
to Supervisors in the Special Investigations Office which I 
made in an effort to stimulate them to more intensive and 
aggressive investigation of the case so as to resolve it* I have 
no friend on Capitol Hill who furnished me such information. 
Approximately a month ago, I met Assistant Attorney General 
Robert C. Mardian on the street and Mardian discussed with me 
both the Ellsberg case and the Salt Lek case. In a somewhat 
disparaging way he asked me when the FBI investigations would 
resolve these cases and indicated he felt we could be doing a 
better job. He said it almost appeared that with the exception 
of the FBI, anyone in town could resolve these cases with an 
application of effort. I told him we were doing all we could and 
he remarked that if aid when we found ourselves unable to resolve 
these matters, he would probably have to help us out. I told 
him I was confident we could solve our own cases and did not need 
help from anyone. 

It appeared to me that Mardian was using a psychological 
gimmick in an effort to put more pressure on the case. I decided 
it was not a bad idea to make similar comments to my own 
Supervisors because it appeared to me at that time that they . 
were very negative in their feelings that we could identify the 
individuals responsible for these leaks. The general feeling 
seems to be that you never really satisfactorily resolve leak 
cases. I felt that if I indicated to my Supervisors that the 
identities of those responsible could be ascertained, this would 
instill in them a more competitive spirit so that they would use 
greater ingenuity in pursuing these matters. 

At the same time I have not dismissed the possibility 
that the Salt Lek case could in one way or another have been 
a Government-controlled leak. It appeared to me that the individual 
responsible had to be a person high up. It also appeared to me

that it would have to be an individual in the so-called "hawk" 
category with the possibility that this individual then might 
be in the Republican Party. Thus I do not dismiss the 
possibility that it very well could be a leak which the 
Administration might just as well prefer to have swept under the 
rug. Further, since Mardian has widespread political contacts, 
I did not dismiss the possibility that he very well could be 
knowledgeable as to the source of the leak. Accordingly, I 
made similar statements in a like vein to members of Mardian 1 s 
staff with the feeling that if it was known among his staff 
members and if it appeared that I was knowledgeable, someone 
might feel that since I apparently already knew they could disclose 
the identity of the person responsible to me. This never happened 
and to date I have no idea who is involved in the case as the 
person responsible for the leak. Certainly if I had any way of 
^developing such information, I would be the first to do so.

At this point, Mardian stated that he recalled the incident about a 
month ago when he met Inspector Brennan on the way back to the office 
from luncheon. He said that he and Brennan naturally became involved 
in a conversation regarding these two important cases and that he did 
"needle" Brennan about the fact that neither of these situations had 
been solved. He said that this was a harmless discussion and that if 
he was critical this was only because he has "been taking a lot of 
heat" on these cases himself. He stated that he knows that these are 
extremely complicated investigative situations and that they are being 
given priority attention by the Bureau. 

Mardian was asked whether he knew of any individual in his 
{(association who is in a position to solve the Salt Lek investigation 
{(as inferred by Inspector Brennan) and Mardian said absolutely not. 

Mardian was asked if he had any specific points of criticism 
regarding our investigative efforts in these two cases to which he 
replied after some thought that our response to certain situations in 
these investigations has not been as vigorous as he recalls during our 
handling of the EASTCON case.

The initial Alexandria report in the attempted bank robbery in 
Arlington was prepared by SA David R. Gallagher, and dated 
11/21/72. The top cover page of this report shows one copy for 
"Chief of Police, Arlington County, Va. , Police Department

Where warranted, pending criminal investigations should be 
brought to the attention of the Attorney General." 

Prior to disseminating the above report to the ACPD, 
Alexandria made no contact whatsoever with the Bureau as to this 
dissemination. There also was no explanation in the cover pages 
of this report as to why this was done. Alexandria was, therefore, 
requested to explain this action and include recommendations for 
administrative action. By communication dated 11030/72, the SAC, 
Alexandria advised that the report was disseminated to the ACPD 
"because such dissemination was deemed consistent with FBI's 
investigative responsibilities; because it was of vital interest 
to ACPD; and because good judgement dictated it be done.. One of . 
the murder victims in this case was Patrolman Israel Gonzalez of 
the ACPD. Investigation from inception and throughout was conducted 
jointly by the FBI and ACPD. Information obtained throughout was 
exchanged freely and fully on a daily basis.'' 1 The SAC further 
advised that "When SA Gallagher advised SAC that Detective Ernest 
Light of ACPD had orally expressed interest in receiving copy 
of FBI's investigative report, SAC instructed SA Gallagher to 
disseminate copy," The SAC, Alexandria felt no administrative 
action appeared warranted in this instance and none was 
recommended by h&m. 

OBSERVATIONS OF GENERAL, INVESTIGATIVE DIVISION : , We should not 
permit the action by the SAC, Alexandria to go unchallenged, for 
to do so, wpuld give tacit approval to field offices to disseminate' 
FBI reports to their local departments. The potential. scope of 
such dissemination is beyond estimation, since in nearly all of 
our criminal investigations', local agencies have concurrent 
interests. If FBI reports were indiscriminately furnished to 
police departments, they could very possibly become parts of 
police records which are made available to members of the press, 
and there is no end to speculation as to what use could be made 
of information from such reports. It is, also pointed out that 
FBI reports, if allowed to be given to police agencies, would be 
available to local prosecutors, many of whom are politically 
oriented and would be very happy to quote FBI information for 
whatever purpose best suited them. We should continue to 
adhere to the firm policy of requiring field offices to advise

FBIHQ of all instances wherein dissemination of FBI information 
to local authorities is considered warranted. Before disseminating 
a raw FBI report to a local police agency, the matter should 
properly be taken up with the Attorney General by FBIHQ. 

The General Investigative Division has no quarrel with 
SAC, Alexandria as to the logic of wanting to cooperatev<feo the 
fullest extent possible with the ACPD in the joint investigation 
of this heinous crime which resulted in the death of an ACPD 
officer i Had Alexandria contacted the Bureau as required, 
Alexandria would have been appropriately instructed as to how 
and as to what information should have been turned over to the 
ACPD for their assistance. There are many precedents for such 
faction. 

I ACTION : This Division feels that the SAC, Alexandria exercised 
extremely poor judgement in routinely sending a copy of our raw 
report to a local police department where, it may be assumed, 
security of such material is not as rigid as the FBI would 
exercise. It is, therefore, recommended that the SAC, Alexandria 
be censured for his personal actions in the above regard.
